Samuel Keyes of Benrticgton, Vt., Chaun- 
cey Sherman of Iowa', fiber Sherman of 
this town, I. Royal of-,Blacklntqn, and 
Mrs. Nagle of the Notch. 
It took the 


whole afternoon to * examine the above 
named witnesses and during the testimony 
of the last named the commissioners ad- 
journed the hearing, at £,bout 5 o'clock. 
The evidence on the whole seemed in 
favor of Mr. Carpenter'Sjelaims. 


The case opened with Jlr. Keyes testify-

He-said, that^ihe brook always

Clark of Dalton; secretary and treasurer, 
James Kittle.

Dinner was served at 2 o'cloci at Hoe- 


decker's pavilion and an abundance of 
good things combined in a clambake were 
set on the long tubles. Mrs. Bartlett and 
her daughters sat at the head. Others 
occupying seats of honor were President 
Weston, Mayor Crosby, Col. Bliss and 
Lawyer Joyner of Great Barrington and 
Judge Casey of Lee. Meanwhile the band 
played and the hungry "vete" made things 
very lively. The delay on the cars made 
the after-dinner exercises shorter than 
usual, but the party was called together 
in the grove and Mayor Crosby wss in- 
troduced by Major Plunkett. 


Judge Tucker gave something of the

Sheffield sent over seventy, Great 
Barrington over eighty, and the little 
town of Ashford sent six. 
Of the regi- 


ment 473 were farmers, almost OBe-half, 
and the farm, the mill and the counting- 
house were all represented. There never 
before or since was gathered such a repre- 
sentative assembly of the good, strong, 
brave men of Berkshire county. 
<\11 the 


officers but two were Berkshire men, 
and those two redeemed the error of their 
youth by returning and marrying two of 
Berkshire's fairest daughters. 
Oae of 


them was colonel, whose widow is with 
us today and on every reunion day, and 
he was adopted by us, bone of our bone, 
flesh of our flesh." Northern Berkshire 
gave a full share of the Forty-ninth men.

President Caster's Fetl.ng Address at the 


Funeral. 


Yesterday morning was held the largely 


attended funeral services of ex-Treasurer 
James White of Williams college. The 
address of President Carter is given here- 
with : 


I am to say a few words about the useful 


citizen, the loyal friend, the ardent Chris- 
tian* who passes out of our sight today. I 
do it with sorrow but not without a touch 
of joy. His was so useful and complete a 
life that to speak of it is an honor. 
He 


had the Puritan's keen conscience, but he 
had also the best Puritan's love of all that 
is sweet and pure. He was a fine product 
of our rocky New England soil. 


That rare faculty of loyalty to an organ- 


ism (becoming rarer in these days) he had 
in a marked degree. He will not have it 
who is not capable of loyalty to a friend. 
l\e will have it in the finest perfection who 
is supremely lo>al to the divine Christ. 
The organisrh that expresses in the fullest 
form on earth this loyalty— the Christian 
church — is not to such an one a vague and 
universal conception; nor is it a combina- 
tion of persons and resources to be hon- 
ored in porportion to numbers and magni- 
tude, but it is the living temple of which 
he is a member; the men and women, in 
whose heart Christ tlwells, no matter how 
they may be; these he loves and lor their 
growth he lives and thinks; for theu 
losses and sorrows ho has the brother's 
sympathy, and in the prosperity of their 
souls he has the deepest joy. The pastor 
of this church, its deacons, its members 
know, if they know anything of this man, 
that he loved the church; that for its ad- 
vancement he was ready always to give 
and to toil; that no task, however disagree- 
able, to promote its efficiency was evaded 
by this stout yet tender heart if it in any 
Way fell to his lot. He, if any man whom 
I have ever knowh, could repeat with per- 
fect sincerity every line of the hjmn be- 
ginning. . 


I love thy kingdom, Lord. 


And it was because of the close histori- 


cal connection between the college and 
fhe kingdom of God that he loved the 
college so intensely and served it with 
suoh unreserved fidelity and devotion. 
Cleir in his judgment, quick in his sym- 
pathy, scorning every shade of disloyalty 
or meanness, neither timorous nor self- 
seeking, the college, I say it deliberately, 
has never had a truer friend, nor a more 
loyal servant, hardly one that has done 
for it a a more heroic service. Those who 
have looked into his soul will bear wit- 
ness that while he neither was infallible 
nor claimed to be, while like a true man 
with larger knowledge he changed his 
opinions, one unfaltering, unchanging 
loyalty to the best interests of the college, 
its officers and students, rrarked every 
act of his long connection with it, from 
his entrance as a student in 1847 to his 
death as its honored treasurer in 1895. 
Twice 
after 
his graduation was he 


honored with the position of trustee by 
the suffrages of the alumni. 
Afterwards 


he was placed in the board as a perma- 
nent member by a unanimous vote. 
He 


discharged every duty by that singleness 
of mind and self-forgetfulness that is the 
offspring only of a loyal love. There are 
two outside of the dear circle of his home 
to whom his going brings irreparable loss 
one is the oeloved pastor of the old 
church ; the other, you well know who 
it is. 


Mr. White knew that the church is in 


the world. He embraced in his thought 
that larger community for which the 
church and college exist, and devoted 
freely his time and strength and ample 
means to the advancement of every inter- 
est which helped that larger life. His 
was no "fugitive or cloistered virtue." He 
was not less, but more a ciitizen, than he 
was an ardent Christian. He could per- 
suade men, and his well trained mind, 
sustained by earnest convictions, always 
promoted the good cause in the small 
circle of the village, in the great city, and 
in the wider domain of the state. He had 
done a great work before he came here to 
live. He has done a great work in this 
community by his integrity and sagacity 
as a business man, and by his devotion to 
the church of Christ, and his beloved 
alma mater. We lay him to rest with full 
confidence that he has nobly finished the 
work which God had given him to do. 


His face was always toward the light. 


He believed in progress because he be- 
lieved in the love of God. In the agita- 
tions that have stirred the modern Chris- 
tian world be has had the deepest interest 
and has never doubted that the love of 
Christ would conquer. 
His joy in the 


signs that love of Christ is taking the 
place of love of dogma (though he never 
believed that there can be any warm love 
of Christ without assent to doctrine); his 
joy in the signs that the spirit which 
giveth life is destined to be far more 
potent than the letter which telletb, this 
has been a large part of the joy of his 
later life, particularly in these last months 
of patience and inaction. 


Now he has passed to the certainties of 


the Redeemer^ presence, where such an 
optimism and such a joy as he had will 
find large development ; where every fac 
ulty which made up the reality of his 
nature will have scope without hindrance. 
By his coffin let us renew our faith in him 
that giveth the victory. Let us take new 
courage, as we add a new name to the 
long roll of those who have overcome:

NOT CONSTITUTIONAL 


Tlie Bounty on Sugar So Declared by 


Comptroller Bowler. 


Taxation Must Be Only For 


a Public Purpose. 


Court ol Claims Khy Ntfw 
Pass Judgment 


Upon the Decision. 


WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 6. — Comptroller 


Bowler yesterday promulgated his deci- 
sion in the celebrated sugar bounty ques- 
tion, lie holds that as comptroller he has 
jurisdiction to pass upon the claims for 
sugar bounties, arid also holds that that 
part of the act of congress making an ap- 
propriation for the payment of sugar 
bounty claims is unconstitutional. 


He, however, directs that the papers in 


the cuso he sent to the court of claims for 
the rendition of a judgment, in order that 
them mivy bo furnished "a precedent for 
the future action of tho executive depart- 
ment iu the adjustment of the class of 
cases involved in these sugar bounties." 


The particular claim decided is sub- 


stantially on the same footing as all other 
sugar bounty claims, for tho satisfaction 
of which congress, at its last session, up- 
propriatcd $5,238,289. 


The comptroller, in the course of his , 


reply, said: Statutes which do not con- I 
form to the constitution are not law, and, 
therefore, when a statute is in apparent 
conflict with the constitution it becomes 
the duty of the executive officer to deter- 
mine for himself, as between the statute 
and the constitution, whether the statute 
is the law. 
I 


It is true that the statute is to be con- 


sidered prima facie constitutional, and 
should be followed, unless it is clearly un- 
constitutional. It is also true that tho 
officer acts at his peril if he does not exe- 
cute a constitutional statute, but it is 
none the less trua that he acts at his peril 
if he czccutcs an 
| 


Unconstitutional Statute. 
I 


As the comptroller docs not act under 


the directions o£ the? secretary of the treas- I 
ury or the president, his decisions, within 
the sphere of las jurisdiction being final | 
and conclusive upon the executive branch ' 
of the government, it followed that tho 
power to resist the execution of an uncon- 
stitutional statute was denied to an ex- 
ecutive officer. 


It was claimed that no executive officer 


had the right to raise the point of tho uii- 
consti*utumality of a statute, even in a 
case in court, in order to finally determine 
its validity by the.ouly branch of the gov- 
ernment conceded to have the power to 
settle buck question. This contention can- 
not be sound, as shown by tiie decisions 
of the supreme court of the United States 
and those of the state courts. 


Applied to tho question of the payment 


of money from tha treasury of the Uuited 
States by an offtoqr sworn to support tho 
constitution, he would be without power 
to protect the treasury against unlawful 
claims for the largest possible amount. 
That position cannot possibly be tonttlUe. 


As to the constitutionality of the act, , 


the comptroller says, in part, that the 
principle lias iong been decided that taxa- • 
tion must be for a public purpose; that an 
attempt to take money from the people by 
the forms of taxation for the purpose other 
than public one is not an exercise of legis- 
lative power, ..'Hid, therefore, that an at- 
tempt to do so is a mere nullity, as an 
effort by the legislature to exercise power . 
not granted by the constitution. 


Emperor's View; on Socialism Cri'ic'sod.

Tne tenure of office bill, however, was 
presented in the. shape of a resolution, 
which was endorsed by Police Commis- 
sioner Koosevelt of New York. No action 
w-as'tahcu in regard to the bill, precedence 
being given to the pensioning of letter 
carriers. 


Burned In a Barn. 


NORRISTOWX, Pa., Sept. G.—Ifc is now 


believed that at least eight tramps met 
their death by the burning of a large barn 
belonging to the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company near Ernest station in Plymouth 
township. Six bodies have already been 
recovered. The barn had been a rendezvous 
for tramps for years, and as many as 75 
have slept there at one time. Whether or 
not the barn was set on fire by accident is 
not known.

England's Yacht Will Have to Make Slight 


Time Concessions. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—It was learned yes- 


terday that the measurements of the De 
fender, which were made just before tho 
trial races, and have been so carefully 
guarded by the committee ever since they 
were taken, are as follows: Load water- 
line length, 89.85 feet; sail area, 12,180 
square feet; racing length, 100.10 feet. 


The yacht, therefore, is smaller than 


was expected, and there is no danger that 
she will 'exceed the 90 feet, which is, ac 
cording to the deed of gitt of the Amer- 
ica's cup, the greatest load water-lino 
length allowed: 


The syndicate owning the boat were not 


satisfied to make her lighter still, as sho 
was apparently stiff as a house in a heavy 
blow. 
The new mast 
was 
therefore 


shipped and a steel boom fitted in the 
place of the wooden one, which had been 
in use up to the time of the first of the 
trial races. 


According, therefore, to the actual meas- 


urements of the Defender and the esti- 
mated measurements of the Valkyrie, the 
allowance given by the challenger to the 
Defender is about aSs. on a 30-mile course. 


As the Valkyrie may be a trifle less than 


90 feet on the load water-line, it is probable 
that the time allowance may not exceed 
Eos.
